Rye  Volunteer  Fire  Department 


For  the  third  year  Rye  has  not  suffered  the  complete  loss 
of  a  home  by  fire;  we  were  v^ery  fortunate. 

Fifty-one  calls,  Portsmouth  responding  to  (4)  alone,  through 
their  telephone  exchange  and  to  (7)  jointly  with  Rye  depart- 
ment. 

Again  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  Chief  Cogan  and 
his  department,  and  to  the  Mutual  Aid  Association  for  their 
assistance. 

The  group  of  fire  departments  from  adjoining  cities  and 
towns  banding  together  for  mutual  protection  was  developed 
through  the  efforts  of  Chief  Cogan  and  Chief  Holden  of  New- 
ington,  and  it  is  interesting  to  note  that  since  our  organization 
early  in  1948  that  many  such  groups  have  been  developed 
throughout  the  country. 

Five  building  fires  with  only  one  total  loss,  the  cause  for 
two  unknown,  I  believe  that  over-heated  stoves  caused  two, 
and  a  cigarette  responsible  for  one,  only  two  homes  were  in- 
volved. 

Six  oil  burner  fires,  two  of  the  kitchen  stove  type,  dirty, 
two  of  the  mechanical  type  in  furnaces  failure,  two  want  of 
attention. 

Three  car  fires  with  small  loss,  one  a  cleaning  rag  left  on 
motor  near  exhaust  pipe,  two  electrical. 

Six  chimney  fires,  rarely  will  a  clean  chimney  ever  develop 
a  fire. 

Four  grass  fires,  cigarette,  incinerator,  burning  rubbish  in  a 
high  wind  and  one  case  of  deliberate  incendiarism. 

Two  calls  for  improper  use  of  incinerator. 

One  call  to  brush  fire  caused  by  over  crowding  incinerator. 

Three  forest  fires,  one  in  Portsmouth  at  the  request  of  Chief 
Cogan  on  Lang  Road,  caused  by  incinerator,  one  on  Lang 
Road  and  one  on  Cable  Road,  doubtless  caused  by  careless 
smokers. 

Three  minor  electrical  fires,  a  motor  shorted,  an  electric 
stove  over  heating  a  roast  of  beef  and  an  electric  toaster  placed 
near  a  window  drapery. 

Four  Fourth  of  July  fires,  firecrackers  in  tree  and  dry  logs. 

Ten  dump  fires.  The  town  dump  is  an  expensive  necessity; 
doubtless  carelessness  of  some  in  dumping  hot  ashes  or  throw- 
ing a  burning  cigarette  into  the  refuse  has  caused  some  of  the 
ten  fires.  It  is  possible  that  fire  has  been  started  after  the 
routine   burning  of  the   dump,   fire   unseen,   covered   only  to 
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burst  out  days  later,  and  there  is  always  the  possibility  of  com- 
bustion, but  the  Rye  Volunteer  Fire  Department  has  voted 
to  offer  a  reward  of  fifty  dollars  for  information  leading  up  to 
the  arrest  and  conviction  of  the  person  or  persons  wilfully  set- 
ting fire  to  the  town  dump. 

One  call  not  listed,  cat  chased  up  a  telephone  pole  by  dog. 

Your  Volunteer  Fire  Department  has  grown  to  an  active 
organization  of  over  fifty  members,  and  during  the  past  sum- 
mer they  participated  in  several  firemen's  musters  with  grati- 
fying results  to  the  department.  They  held  a  muster  that  was 
attended  by  twelve  pieces  of  fire  apparatus;  three  from  out  of 
state,  also  teams  from  departments  not  sending  apparatus. 

The  Rye  Volunteer  Department  has  recently  purchased  an 
improved  Eaton  Rocking  Resuscitator,  costing  $285.00,  to 
use  in  case  of  drowning,  smoke,  gas  or  electrical  shock.  This 
is  carried  on  fire  truck. 

The  town  has  purchased  a  Scott  Air-Pac,  an  efficient  type 
of  gas  mask.  In  some  states  the  law  requires  that  all  appara- 
tus carry  an  approved  type  of  gas  mask. 

In  December,  I  was  asked  by  Mr.  Newell  Marden  to  inspect 
our  Town  Hall  with  him  and  pass  on  the  suggestions  for  greater 
safety  in  case  of  fire  that  was  offered  by  the  Every  Other  Tues- 
day Club. 

I  am  sure  that  some  of  the  changes  and  additions  authorized 
by  our  selectmen  will  add  to  our  safety  while  in  the  hall,  but 
at  no  time  have  I  considered  the  building  a  fire  trap.  Many 
of  our  homes  might  well  be  carefully  examined  and  checked. 
The  total  loss  of  life  in  the  home  is  greater  than  the  loss  in  pub- 
lic buildings  in  New  Hampshire. 

In  closing  this  report  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to 
all  who  so  generously  responded  to  the  fire  calls  and  to  all  the 
personnel  at  Rye  Beach  Telephone  Exchange  for  their  co- 
operation. 

Experience  has  suggested  the  following: 

That  in  case  of  fire,  if  you  report  by  telephone  or  other 
means,  give  full  name,  the  road,  which  end  for  location  or 
near  some  recognized  land  mark,  store,  garage,  or  the  home 
of  a  long-time  resident.  Names  given  over  the  telephone  in 
the  excitement  of  a  fire  are  not  always  easily  understood.

Report  of  the  Library  Trustees 


To  the  Citizens  of  Rye: 

After  many  months  of  enforced  absence  from  the  Library, 
Miss  Helen  Drake  returned  to  her  desk  in  April  and  resumed 
the  valuable  service  to  the  Community  which  she  has  built  up 
through  her  years  of  experience.  Increased  circulation  and 
renewed  cooperation  with  the  school  are  direct  results. 

In  March,  Mr.  William  H.  Locke,  who  has  faithfully  and 
efficiently  served  on  the  Library  Board  since  his  election  in 
1915,  wished  to  retire  as  Trustee  and  Mrs.  Annie  Rand  Phil- 
brick  was  elected  in  his  place.  During  the  summer  Mr.  Blake 
Ramsdell  succeeded  Mr.  John  Day  as  caretaker. 

Since  the  Library  building  is  approaching  its  fortieth  year, 
maintenance  costs  tend  to  increase.  During  the  summer  re- 
pairs were  necessary  for  the  pillars  in  front  of  the  building; 
new  panels  were  made  for  the  front  door;  the  windows  were  re- 
puttied  and  the  outside  woodwork  painted.  The  front  steps 
were  pointed  and  two  new  sections  of  pipe  were  installed  in 
the  furnace.     The  clock  was  given  a  complete  overhauling. 

We  gratefully  acknowledge  gifts  to  the  Library  which  include 
ten  dollars  from  the  Every  Other  Tuesday  Club  and  several 
valuable  books  as  shown  in  the  librarian's  report.  Mrs.  Lillian 
Goss  has  presented  the  m.edals,  including  the  "Purple  Heart" 
won  by  her  son,  Richard  P.  Goss,  who  lost  his  life  in  World 
War  II.  These  have  been  placed  in  the  cabinet.  We  again 
call  attention  to  the  curio  cabinet,  which  is  a  locked  repository 
safe  for  gifts  or  loans  of  articles  of  general  interest  or  historical 
value. 

Because  of  reduced  income  from  Trust  Funds  we  have  used 
more  than  has  been  customary  of  the  town  appropriation  for 
the  purchase  of  books.  Since  our  early  collections  of  reference 
books,  especially  those  on  agricultural  subjects,  are  now  con- 
sidered obsolete,  it  is  apparent  that  we  must  continue  our  ef- 
forts to  build  up  in  these  fields,  as  well  as  to  attempt  to  meet 
the  urgent  demand  for  current  books;  and  it  is  equally  im- 
portant that  we  should  supply  an  adequate  amount  of  read- 
ing material  to  create  good  reading  habits  in  the  children, 
thus  helping  to  counteract  the  questionable  influence  of  cur- 
rent undesirable  literature.

The  library  has  had  a  successful  year  as  shown  by  the  in- 
creased circulation.  About  $500 .  00  worth  of  books  have  been 
purchased  on  the  general  basis  of  one-third  for  fiction,  one-third 
for  non-fiction  and  one-third  juvenile.  This  includes  sub- 
scriptions to  the  Literary  Guild,  the  Junior  Literary  Guild  and 
the  Young  Readers'  Guild,  each  subscription  bringing  in  the 
selected  books  of  the  month. 

Last  summer  Rev.  George  Paul  visited  Rye,  England.  As 
a  result  of  his  interest  in  the  town,  the  library  received  the 
book,  "A  New  History  of  Rye,"  from  the  author,  Leopold  Amon 
Vidler.  This  book,  now  out  of  print,  was  bound  and  sent  to 
us  by  the  author  that  the  inhabitants  of  our  town  may  have 
the  opportunity  to  read  something  about  their  Parent  To\vn 
in  England. 

A  collection  of  books  including  a  set  of  Nature  books,  bird 
and  animal  encyclopedias,  and  the  very  valuable  book,  "The 
Birds  of  America,"  by  John  James  Audubon,  were  presented 
by  John  L.  Parsons  and  Corinne  MacDonald  in  memory  of 
their  mother,  Mrs.  Langdon  Parsons.  The  Audubon  book, 
now  out  of  print,  contains  435  illustrations  of  American  birds 
in  color  and  ,is  a  wonderful  addition  to  our  reference  collection. 
Dr.  Parsons  and  Mrs.  MacDonald  also  presented  a  copy  of 
"The  History  of  Rye,"  in  memory  of  their  father,  Mr.  Lang- 
don Parsons,  by  whom  the  book  was  compiled.  Through  the 
courtesy  of  the  Every  Other  Tuesday  Club  the  Brazer  Art  book 
was  added  to  our  shelves,  a  very  important  book  in  that  field.

Report  of  Trustees  of  Trust  Funds 


To  the  Citizens  of  Rye: 

Five  cemetery  funds  aggregating  $1050.00  of  principal  have 
been  established  during  the  year  and  $99 .  00  has  been  added  to 
the  principal  of  the  George  G.  White  Fund,  No.  81,  raising 
the  same  to  $200.00. 

A  payment  of  $362 .  50  on  account  of  the  principal  sum  of 
a  five  hundred  dollar  bond  of  the  Industrial  Real  Estate  Trust 
has  been  received  together  with  $80 .  68  of  income.  This  leaves 
$137.  50  of  the  bond  still  outstanding.  The  Trustees  also  hold 
in  the  Dalton  Fund  a  certificate  of  10  shares  of  Beneficial  In- 
terest in  the  Industrial  Real  Estate  Trust,  which  corresponds 
to  common  stock.  This  we  are  advised  has  little,  if  any,  value. 
These  items  were  a  part  of  the  original  Dalton  Fund  portfolio. 

During  the  year,  under  authority  voted  at  the  annual  Town 
Meeting  of  March  9,  1948,  the  town  has  acquired  the  land  and 
buildings  bounded  by  Central  Road,  Central  Cemetery  and 
the  Town  Hall,  known  as  the  Congregational  Church  Parson- 
age property,  to  be  utilized  as  a  public  park  and  as  an  addi- 
tion to  Central  Cemetery.  Also,  under  authority  granted  at 
the  same  annual  meeting,  the  Trustees  of  Trust  Funds  have 
loaned  the  town  the  sum  of  thirteen  thousand  dollars,  the  same 
to  be  repaid  from  the  sale  of  cemetery  lots.  It  is  important 
to  note  that  aside  from  a  very  modest  interest  charge  the  tax- 
payer in  the  town  will  feel  no  burden  from  this  property  ac- 
quistion. 

Another  important  acquisition,  although  modest  in  area, 
has  been  accomplished  through  the  cooperation  of  Mr.  Jesse 
Walker  from  whom  has  been  purchased  a  narrow  strip  of  land 
adjoining  the  northeasterly  boundary  of  Central  Cemetery 
for  purposes  of  beautification  and  tree  planting.  Since  this  is 
strictly  for  beautification  its  purchase  falls  properly  under  the 
provisions  of  the  Dalton  Fund  and  the  expenses  incident  there- 
to have  been  paid  from  income. 

These  properties  were  obtained  too  late  to  allow  any  develop- 
ment work  to  be  started  during  the  1948  fiscal  year  but  im- 
portant improvements  may  be  anticipated  in  the  months  and 
years  immediately  ahead. 
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No  more  constructive  bequests  could  be  made  the  town  than 
for  library  general  funds  and  others  for  the  benefit  of  the  chil- 
dren of  our  Consolidated  School,  such  as,  additions  to  the 
school  library,  play  equipment,  etc.  An  interesting  possibility 
for  the  future  lies  in  the  landscaping  of  the  Town  Commons 
and  the  development  of  an  off-highway  parking  area  about 
the  Town  Hall.

School  Board  Report 


Tour  School  Board  respectfully  submits  the  following  report: 

After  many  years  of  faithful  work  as  a  member  of  the  Rye 
School  Board,  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Marden  was  replaced  by  Mrs. 
Elizabeth  Greene  at  the  Annual  Meeting. 

Before  the  school  year  ended  we  learned  with  deep  regret 
that  our  principal,  John  H.  Day,  would  leave  us  to  become 
principal  of  the  Durham  (N.  H.)  School.  In  true  Day  tradi- 
tion he  ^vound  up  his  four  years  of  fine  progressive  growth  of 
our  school  with  many  fine  affairs. 

We  are  especially  fortunate  in  obtaining  as  our  new  princi- 
pal, Mr.  Stuart  Carter  of  Berlin,  N.  H.  He  is  a  graduate  of 
Keene  Teachers  College  and  has  studied  at  the  University  of 
New  Hampshire.  Mr.  Carter's  fine  teaching  record  is  well 
known  in  this  part  of  the  state,  due  to  the  fact  that  his  past 
teaching  experience  includes  teaching  at  Hampton,  and  being 
principal  in  the  North  Hampton  school.  In  continuing  our 
athletic  program,  he  has  done  some  excellent  work  mth  sports, 
having  a  fine  football  and  basketball  team  to  represent  our 
school.  Mr.  Carter  is  also  assisting  the  Bethany  Church  Sun- 
day School  by  coaching  their  Church  League  basketball  team. 
His  fine  administration  and  co-operation  continues  to  make 
our  school  a  happy  work  shop. 

Pauline  T.  Cole  and  Patricia  D.  Jenness  left  us  at  the  end 
of  the  school  year.  Mrs.  Jenness'  position  as  fifth  grade  teacher 
was  filled  by  Mrs.  Evelyn  Burkett  of  Durham,  formerly  of  Wis- 
consin. Mrs.  Marjorie  Wood  of  Hampton  took  over  Mrs. 
Cole's  eighth  grade.     Both  of  these  are  experienced  teachers. 

The  Board  felt  that  the  outside  trim  needed  immediate 
puttying  and  painting.  Mr.  Paterson  was  hired  to  do  this 
job  during  the  summer  vacation. 

School  opened  in  September  with  a  high  enrollment  and 
pupils  continue  to  enter  during  the  year.  The  number  of  chil- 
dren have  outgrown  the  size  of  the  building  and  again  the 
Board  asks  for  the  additional  wing  to  the  present  building. 
A  high  and  accredited  standard  of  work  cannot  be  attained 
under  the  present  crowded  conditions. 

Just  before  Christmas  vacation,  our  second  grade  teacher, 
Miss  Kathleen  Farnum,  became  ill  and  found  it  necessary  to 
resign.  Mrs.  Esther  Moore  of  Durham,  who  takes  her  place 
in  the  second  grade  room,  formerly  taught  in  Ohio. 

Mrs.  Theodore  Ham  has  charge  of  the  dancing  class  taught 
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by  Mr.  Joseph  Jefferson  and  sponsored  by  the  Parent-Teachers 
Association.     Mr.  Carter  continues  the  Saturday  movies. 

We  wish  to  thank  the  P.T.A.  for  excellent  co-operation  under 
enthusiastic  and  tireless  leaders.  The  basketball  team  boys 
especially  appreciate  the  fine  uniforms  purchased  for  them  by 
the  Association. 

We  wish  to  thank  the  Community  Club  for  their  continued 
interest  in  the  Rye  School,  particularly  their  gift  of  $25  for 
cash  awards  at  graduation. 

The  school  is  making  good  use  of  the  Christian  Science  Monitor 
and  we  extend  thanks  to  the  Christian  Science  Church  for  the 
gift  subscription. 

The  boards  on  the  outdoor  teeters  have  all  been  replaced 
and  a  large  tool  closet  has  been  built  in  one  end  of  the  audi- 
torium. 

The  Board  feels  that  the  dark  ceilings  in  the  class  rooms  do 
not  reflect  enough  light.  To  forestall  possible  eye  injury  steps 
are  being  taken  to  have  these  ceilings  finished  in  a  lighter  color.

Report  of  Superintendent  of  Schools 


To  the  School  Board  oj  Rye: 

I  herewith  present  to  you  ixiy  eighteenth  report  as  Superin- 
tendent of  your  schools. 

The  current  school  year  began  Wednesday,  September  8, 
1948,  with  an  initial  enrollment  of  235.  Five  more  have  en- 
tered, making  the  total  registration  240.  This  number  is  far 
more  than  the  building  was  planned  to  accommodate.  Such 
overcrowding  is  more  serious  than  is  realized  on  first  thought. 

To  be  certain  that  the  work  of  each  day  is  worth  while,  defin- 
ite planning  by  the  teacher  is  necessary.  Its  success  depends 
upon  a  well-ordered  schedule  free  from  confusion  and  disturb- 
ing interruptions.  It  is  easy  to  see  the  disadvantage  of  a  crowd- 
ed room  when  it  is  in  reality  an  orderly  workshop.  Proper 
use  of  blackboards  is  prevented,  aisles  of  suitable  width  are 
impossible  and  independent  work  is  hampered.  Modern  edu- 
cation requires  room  to  move  about.  Children  should  have 
the  opportunity  for  carrying  out  projects,  correlating  reading 
with  activity.  To  read  a  story  and  have  no  possibility  of  show- 
ing that  the  story  is  appreciated  and  its  meaning  clear  is  a  handi- 
cap for  both  the  teacher  and  the  pupil. 

In  new  school  buildings  the  class  rooms  are  larger  than  was 
formerly  considered  necessary  for  just  this  reason.  The  in- 
creased floor  space  is  used  for  testing  the  accuracy  with  which 
the  pupils  have  acquired  the  thoughts  from  the  lessons  of  the 
day. 

It  is  good  teaching  procedure  for  classes  to  be  held  in  the 
front  or  back  of  the  school  room.  This  reduces  to  a  minimum 
the  interference  with  the  other  children  in  the  room.  This 
plan  is  being  followed  as  much  as  possible  but  small  floor  space 
off'sets  much  of  the  benefit. 

National  recommendations  suggest  a  per  pupil  space  of 
thirty  square  feet.  This  means  that '  a  class  of  twenty-five 
pupils  should  be  housed  in  a  room  of  750  square  feet.  No 
room  in  the  Rye  school  at  present  oflfers  this.  If  twenty-five 
square  feet  is  taken  as  the  minimum  acceptable,  only  one  room 
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meets  this  test.  This  is,  of  course,  due  probably  to  the  large 
number  of  pupils  in  the  lower  grades.  The  figures  taken  by 
an  approximate  measure  follow.

In  the  four  lower  grades  the  situation  is  especially  bad.  As 
these  larger  grades  come  up  through  their  course  we  will  be 
confronted  with  a  more  serious  situation. 

At  present  the  Home  Economics  work  is  being  conducted 
in  the  grade  eight  home  room.  This  double  use  results  in 
^crowding  the  desks  together  to  make  room  for  the  Home  Eco- 
nomics tables.  The  Mechanic  Arts  room  is  now  used  for 
grade  two  and  the  work  of  that  department  moved  to  the  audi- 
torium. 

Plans,  as  proposed,  for  a  new  addition  will  allow  for  housing 
of  the  two  practical  arts  courses  in  rooms  equipped  for  their 
work.  We  are  now  in  the  situation  where  one  room  will  not 
accommodate  all  the  pupils  of  one  grade.  It  may  be  that 
Rye  will  not  need  two  rooms  per  grade  in  the  foreseeable  future 
but,  with  the  increasing  numbers  that  we  now  have  it  seems 
reasonable  to  expect  that  before  long  we  should  have  three 
rooms  for  each  two  grades — at  least  in  the  first  six  grades.  Such 
an  arrangement  is  planned  in  the  proposed  addition. 

Commendation  is  due  our  teachers  who  are  carrying  on  un- 
der trying  circumstances.  They  are  all  teachers  of  experience 
and  are,  for  this  reason,  better  able  to  meet  the  difficulties  en- 
countered. The  work  of  Mrs.  Makin  in  the  first  grade  and 
Miss  Scammon  in  the  third  grade  is  already  favorably  known 
to  us.  Mrs.  Moore,  in  charge  of  the  second  grade  comes  to 
us  after  years  of  experience  in  the  middle  west.  She  under- 
stands children  as  well  as  methods  of  teaching.  She  is  a  valued 
member  of  our  staflF.  Miss  Edwards,  Miss  Wakefield  and  Mrs. 
Burkett,  in  the  middle  grades,  are  maintaining  the  high  stand- 
ards of  Rye  School.  Mrs.  Burkett  is  continuing  the  scholarship 
record  of  Mrs.  Jenness  who  resigned  last  June. 
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With  the  resignation  of  Mr.  John  Day,  whom  we  regretted 
to  lose,  we  were  fortunate  indeed  to  secure  Mr.  Stuart  Carter 
as  Principal.  He  has  developed  a  fine  spirit  among  teachers 
and  pupUs.  His  standards  of  scholarship  are  high,  his  interest 
in  his  work  is  complete.  With  Mrs.  Seavey,  Miss  Woods  and 
Miss  Edwards,  our  junior  high  has  an  efficient  staff".  Under 
Mr.  Carter's  leadership  Rye,  as  in  preceding  years,  has  a  school 
of  which  we  can  all  be  proud. 

The  schools  of  Union  21  united  with  those  of  the  Exeter 
Union  to  hold  a  workshop  for  the  teachers  during  the  week  of 
November  15  to  November  19,  1948.  These  five  days  were 
spent  for  "in-service"  training.  The  state  supervisors  were 
in  charge  and  brought  to  us  the  latest  and  most  approved 
methods  of  presenting  subject  matter.  The  first  two  days 
were  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  Gertrude  Lewis,  Director  of 
Elementary  School  Services  for  the  New  Hampshire  Board  of 
Education.  She  discussed  the  social  studies  of  the  elementary 
school,  outlining  the  entire  program  and  helping  to  solve  many 
of  the  problems  found  by  teachers  in  their  daily  work.  It  was 
literally  a  workshop  in  which  teacher  committees  worked  on 
definite  problems  and  arrived  at  their  own  conclusions  based 
upon  modern  practices. 

The  last  three  days  of  the  week  were  in  charge  of  Dr.  Lura 
Bruce,  State  Supervisor  of  Health  and  Miss  Grace  E.  Felker, 
Director  of  Physical  Education.  A  critical  study  of  the  health 
program  was  made.  W^ays  of  guarding  the  health  of  our  chil- 
dren, both  in  school  and  out,  and  of  preventing  accidents 
were  considered.  The  proper  use  of  the  playground  as  well 
as  the  school  building  for  physical  development  was  explained 
and  illustrated.  These  workshops  were  held  in  a  majority 
of  the  districts  of  the  state.  Those  who  did  not  receive  these 
services  will  be  offered  them  next  year. 

Owing  to  the  increase  in  the  number  of  required  school  days 
it  seemed  necessary  for  Rye  to  drop  the  customary  November 
vacation.  We  still  think  this  was  a  good  calendar  but  an  ad- 
ditional week  in  June  seemed  unwise. 

The  small  towns  are  constantly  allowing  some  of  the  talent 
developed  locally  to  move  to  the  larger  cities  despite  the  fact 
that  the  small  town  offers  many  opportunities  for  young  people. 
It  would  seem  that  the  pupils  in  our  schools  should  know  what 
the  local  community  has  to  offer  them.  The  schools,  even  in 
the  lower  grades,  should  develop  a  greater  interest  by  school 
children  in  their  own  town.  To  this  end  it  is  suggested  that 
definite  time  be  allotted  in  the  school  program  for  the  study 
of  local  history,— the  story  of  its  founding,  landmarks,  folklore

and  special  events  of  interest.  Also  included  in  the  work  should 
be  the  story  of  how  our  people  now  make  a  living  together  with 
the  advantages  of  working  in  the  town.  The  question,  as  to 
w^hat  the  town  now  does  to  benefit  its  citizens  would  prove  of 
value  in  stimulating  future  participation  in  government  offi- 
ces. The  development  of  an  interested  and  active  citizenry 
will  surely  react  to  the  benefit  of  any  town  or  city. 

To  introduce  such  a  course  effectively,  a  group  of  citizens 
should  work  with  the  teachers.  I  am  suggesting  that  a  few 
parents  and  town  officials  meet  with  the  teachers  to  formulate 
an  outline  from  the  town  history.  This  work  should  not  be  a 
formal  course  of  study  but  should  be  offered  informally  through- 
out all  the  grades  taking  into  consideration  the  varying  ages 
of  the  pupils. 

During  the  current  year  the  district  received  a  check  from 
the  State  of  New  Hampshire  to  the  amount  of  $5,525.23.  This 
was  the  share  of  the  two  million  dollars  state  aid  voted  by  the 
legislature.  At  the  present  time,  the  method  of  distributing 
state  aid  is  under  revision.  For  this  reason,  we  cannot  be 
certain  that  this  amount  will  be  available  next  year.  It  may 
be  that  definite  figures  will  be  established  before  the  school 
district  meeting.  If  such  figures  are  not  reached  by  that  time 
allowance  will  have  to  be  made,  in  the  budget,  for  anticipated 
decrease  in  revenue. 

To  the  Parent-Teacher  Association  the  schools  are  indebted 
not  only  for  many  gifts  and  services,  but,  perhaps  more  im- 
portant, for  its  interest  and  understanding  of  the  work  of  edu- 
cation. This  is  true  of  the  larger  as  well  as  the  local  units  of 
the  organization.  The  schools  need  this  help,  especially  dur- 
ing the  next  few  years  when  the  problems  will  be  more  diffi- 
cult from  year  to  year.  Demands  made  upon  the  schools  are 
continually  increasing  while  costs  are  becoming  greater. 

I  am  recommending  that  the  districts  of  the  Union  make 
use  of  the  Rinehart  Functional  Handwriting  system  in  their 
schools.  The  system  sends  an  expert  teacher  into  the  school 
each  month  to  instruct  and  supervise  the  work  of  the  pupils 
and  the  teachers.  The  service  has  been  hired  in  several  of 
the  larger  towns  and  cities  of  the  state  as  well  as  in  many  Massa- 
chusetts Unions.  When  several  districts  employ  the  service 
the  cost  is  very  reasonable.  Certainly  it  is  needed  and  past 
results  have  shown  remarkable  improvement  in  the  writing  of 
the  pupils  in  all  their  school  work.  I  am  asking  that  the 
amount  necessary  be  placed  in  the  budget  for  next  year. 

The  proposed  new  addition  is  proven  necessary  by  present 
enrollment.     The    plan    is    recommended    by    your    building 
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committee.  It  will  be  economical  to  administer.  It  will  allow 
a  reasonable  class  load  per  teacher.  To  delay  action  means 
more  years  under  trying  conditions  and  a  less  complete  service 
to  our  children. 

May  I  again  express  my  appreciation  to  the  School  Board, 
Teachers  and  Parents  for  hearty  cooperation  given  me  in  the 
work  of  the  past  year.

Report  of  School  Nurse 


Following  is  the  report  of  health  work  in  the  Rye  School. 

At  the  time  of  the  last  report,  January  of  last  year,  the  dental 
clinic  for  that  school  year  was  in  progress  and  was  completed 
the  following  month. 

In  the  spring,  vision  tests  were  made  and  all  pupils  were 
given  the  audiometer  tests  for  hearing.  Dr.  Saunders  con- 
ducted the  physical  examinations  and  the  results  follow:

A  pre-school  clinic  was  held  in  May  and  Dr.  Saunders  ex- 
amined twenty  children  and  ten  of  these  were  vaccinated  at 
that  time. 

This  fall  the  football  team  was  examined  by  the  school  doctor. 

At  the  October  meeting  of  the  PTA,  a  talk  was  given  in 
regard  to  the  dental  clinic  for  this  school  year  and  the  PTA 
generously  sponsor  this  clinic.  Dr.  Pierson  examined  the  chil- 
dren in  December  and  the  new  clinic  is  now  in  progress. 

The  Patch  test  for  tuberculosis  was  made  in  November  and 
all  reactions  were  X-rayed  and  the  reports  have  come  back 
all  clear. 

The  Red  Cross  furnish  the  first  aid  supplies  for  the  school 
at  the  beginning  of  the  school  year. 

Visits  are  always  made  to  the  home  in  regard  to  the  physi- 
cal defects  and  sickness.
